Sullivan has for 
some time been palming himself off on 
different railroads, steamboat lines, hotels, 
tVc.. as a newspaper reporter, at one place 
professing to report for a certain one of 
our city papers, and at the next 
place he turned up— presto, change — he 
represented another. In this city, on 
representations that he was the authorized 
agent for certain charitable societies, he 
has collected various amounts from differ- 
ent citizens.

Cotton ( omprrss In Nashville. 

We learn? on pretty good authority, that 
the Louisville and Nashville railroad com- 
pany have decided to erect in Nashville a 
gigantic cotton compress. An old brick 
house and a frame structure adjoining, on 
Front street, are to be torn away and a 
depot erected, thirty feet wide and seventy 
feet long. The machinery is now in this 
city, and cost some $50, 000. The expense 
of erecting this compress will not fall 
short of fifty thousand dollars, which the 
company expects speedily to make up in 
the greater number of bales that can be 
packed in a car.

In view of the great rush of trade ex 
pected to seek the Nashville railroad from 
this point to the South, the directory of 
that road, some time since, ordered an in 
crease to the rolling stock. Five new 
locomotives and one hundred freight cars 
have already been ordered; some of the 
cars have been finished and delivered, and 
the whole contract will be completed at 
the earliest possible moment. 

But that is not all. It is expected that 
at the coming session of the directors, as 
the trade of the road is rapidly growin 
beyond its present capacity, the order will 
be issued to lay an additional track, begin 
ning at this city, and progressing as rapidly 
as possible. The idea is to have a double 
track road immediately, if possible, as far 
as the Lebanon junction, and from that 
point to progoess as rapidly as funds will 
permit. The additional track will cost 
about fifteen thousand dollars per mile 
and the additional rolling stock necessary 
will require a large outlay of money 
But tne traffic of the road already de 
mands the increased accommodations, 
and when the double track is completed 
to Nashville and on the Memphis branch, 
the capacity of the road will be increased 
beyond all fear of further blockades.

An ImiMirtant « axe. 

In the Montgomery Circuit Court, a few 
days ago. the case came up of Samuel 
Mathers vs. William Malott, Isaac Chris- 
iuan, Joseph and Harmon Loeb.

Tlie Veteran* of lsl - M I -Oar Aelorcil 
Tr*Hi|»* t'ouictit Bravely — The Cruel 
Bar Net Over.

Among the first a£ts of Gov. Warmoth, 
immediately unon the assembling of the 
Legislature, will be to call the attention of 
that body to what he considers the incredi- 
ble and almost superhuman mismanag - 
ment of the State finances by the present 
Auditor. Besides showing, as he claims 
was done already upon trial, that $fi0,000 * 
were blackmailed by the small State prin- 
ters; ‘hat $-''5, 000 of Red River bonds were 
sacrificed by collusion with mandamusing 
parties; that five gambling houses pay 
licenses, and twenty are allowed by Wick- 
liffe aud Mushaway to be kept open, he 
will lay before the Legislature the facts 
now to be stated; 

By an act of the last Legislature, provi- 
sions were made for the payment of the 
surviving veterans of the war of 1814-15, 
ostensib’y for all that might survive, but 
in reality for those colored soldiers, or 
parties who might represent themselves as 
such, who took part in the celebrated baf- 
tle of Chalmette. The payment of these 
claims, it was understood, would amount 
to about eight hundred thousand dollars, 
which, assuredty. was a large enough sum, 
considering that the only colored troops at 
the battle was the two hundred and fifty 
men in the battalion commanded by Major 
Plauche, and that about fifty years have 
intervened since the battle was fought. It 
is further to be remarked that none of the 
colored soldiers who fought under Jack- 
son were slaves, but quadroons, who at* 
ready enjoyed their freedom. 

It now remains to be stated that since 
the passage of this bill a large number of 
freedmen, who were notoriously slaves be- 
fore the unpleasantness, now claim to 
have fought at Chalmette, and there ar e 
probably more colored veter« as this 
description than there are of Napoleon 3 
grand army. The unpleasant fact about 
the matter is, that these claims are being, 
and some of them already have been, paid 
at the rate of $150 for each claim. A 
statement, which appears tobe well found- 
ed, represents that claims of this sort have 
already been paid to the amount of $150,- 
000. For most of these claims the so- 
called veterans are said to receive only 
$50 apiece. 

In conversation, which occurred between 
an ex-slaveholder and two of his former 
dependents, the freedmen explained that 
they had recently risen to the dignity of 
veterans, and had nothing to do but put 
their cross-marks to a number of papers to 
draw $50 a year,
